School and city officials 
met last week with Younge 
and Clayborne, and 
Alderman John Erwin, who

Acting Superintendent 
Robert Vickers said Young 
“‘promised to do what she 
could to help the district." 

“If the representatives can 
get that (the debt) forgiven, 
that’s the best thing,”’ he 
said 

The ‘‘second-best”’ 
alternative to allow the 
district to delay repayments 
for one year 

The board also voted to 
rescind reduction in force 
letters to teachers at the 
elementary and high 





schools. 

About 10 letters were sent 
out last year, but were 
apparently sent out 
improperly 

The board was going to 
act on the letters early in 
the meeting, but at the 
suggestion of attorney Ben 
Edwards, the matter was 
discussed in executive 
session before the 
unanimous vote. 

In a related matter, the 
board accepted the 
resignation of four teachers, 
including Khadijeh 
Joharifard, who has a 
lawsuit pending against the 
district. 

In October, Joharifard 
sued the district and 
Superintendent James 
Doughty — who was 
recently suspended and is 
expected to be removed as 
superintendent — over her 
demotion as administrator of 


Venice-Lincoln Technical 
Center. 

District officials would not 
provide a copy of the letters 
of resignation, but a copy of 
Joharifard’s resignation 
obtained by the Suburban 
Journals said that during the 
past year, she was ‘‘faced 
with unjustified and 
unreasonable demandes, 
demotions and unfair 
treatment” by Doughty and 
Venice Elementary School 
Principal Rachel Artis. 

In May, Artis told union 
officials that she had been 
forced by Doughty to give 
false negative evaluations to 
three teachers, including 
Joharifard. 

In her letter, Joharifard 
said the working conditions 
in the past year ‘‘not only 
destroyed my professional 
career of 14 years, but also 
demolished my emotional 
being.””

The woman, Cheryle 
Stafford, of 1947 Joy, 
Granite City, was charged 
Monday with battery and 
driving under the influence 

According to authorities, 
Strafford was involved in a 
traffic accident about 12:30 
a.m. Monday. As an officer 
was acquiring information, 
he noticed that she was 
“disoriented,” using the 
support of her vehicle to 








keep her balance. She was 
given a field sobriety test, 
which she failed. She 
refused further testing and 
was taken into custody. 

At the police station, after 
constantly verbally abusing 
the arresting officer, she 
lunged forward and spat in 
his face. A police report 
stated she claimed to have 
the HIV virus, which causes 
Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome, and 
was allegedly trying to 


spread the virus to as many 
people as possible 


Stafford was taken to the 
emergency room at St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center, 
where she refused a blood 
test. The test was eventually 
administered after the 
department obtained a 
search warrant. 


Stafford was released 
Monday after posting $2,000 
bond.

A combination of state and 
federal funding will support 
the design, construction and 
operation of the center. A 
state-employed :

said they treated one case 
each of heat stroke, heat 
exhaustion and an unspecified 
‘“‘heat-related” illness over the 
weekend. All three were 
treated and released. 

Heat stroke is when the body 
loses the ability to cool itself 
Symptoms include a high body 
temperature of 106 degrees or 
higher, very hot and dry skin 
and a rapid and strong pulse; 
the victim may also be 
delirious. 

In extreme cases, heat 
stroke can lead to death, and 
anybody with these symptoms 
should seek immediate 
medical attention. 

Heat exhaustion is less 
serious but still dangerous 
Symptoms include having pale 
or clammy skin, profuse 
sweating, dizziness, cramps or 
weakness 

For those seeking relief, 
local heat shelters are located

“In the County Board's view 
they don’t see it as a service 
the’ taxpayers ought to be 
paying, because it’s provided 
elsewhere by the private 
sector,’’ he said. 

Groéteka said she reviewed 
the plan Thursday with several 
members of the Action 
Committee. She d the 
general response has been 
“between disgust and 
disappointment." 

If approved by the state 
board at its Aug. 19-20 
meetings, the plan would call 
for the closing of the Nursing 
Home, 2121 Troy Road, in 
about four months. Meanwhile, 
the Madison County Sheltered 
Care Home, 333 S. Main St., 
would remain open until a 
replacement building was built 
by a possible private developer 
on the same 12-acre property 
in early 2002.

Her desk and a few other 
desks in the courthouse 
basement are piled high with 
response cards, doctors’ 
excuses and unopened, 
returned mail. The doctors’ 
excuses are for people trying 
to get out of jury because of 
medical reasons 

“They run to the doctor as 
soon as they get their notice 
Crause said. 

She and bailiff Linda Murr 
must go through every 
response and doa inanual 
computer entry for each name 

“Once 50 percent of all the 
cards are entered into the 
computer, we'll submit the 
names to the active jury pool,’ 
Crause said. 

The notices went out July 15 
to a combination of registered 
voters, licensed drivers and 
holders of Illinois disabled 
people cards. The number of 
people receiving notices was 
predetermined by a software 
program developed by staff at 
Southern Illinois University 
Edwardsville a few years ago 
Crause said. 

The search for jurors 
normally is done once a year, 
but this is the second time this 
year.

HMOs can cause some nightmares

An emergency medical 
technician living in the 
United States enjoyed an 
afternoon of fun until her 
three-wheeler hit a bump, 
throwing her off 

She was rushed to the 
nearest hospital — a hospital 
that was not on her HMO’s 
plan. She was treated and 
spent two-days lying 
unconscious in a hospital 
bed. 

When she finally awoke, 
she was faced with the 
nightmare that is all too 
common to many of those 
with private health care 
insurance plans: fighting to 
make them pay emergency 
medical expenses without 
preauthorization. 

“You would have to stop 
everything to get approval 
of the insurance company,” 
said Dr. Clair Callan, 
president of the Illinois State 
Medical Society, who said 
the anecdote illustrated a 
major fault of HMOs. That 
is among many problems 
consumers and physici 
deal with daily across the 
country. 

Callan is an 
anesthesiologist who has 
been involved in research 
with Abbott Laboratories, 
north of Chicago, for the last 

















15 years. She said the 
medical society is in favor 
of any plan that offers 
patients a voice 

Callan said she hopes 
legislation under review in 
Congress will end the 
corporate reign of health 
maintenance organizations 
over everyday people such 
as the EMT. 

She said she feels the 
Republican bill passed by 
the U.S. Senate addresses 


some of the patients’ needs 
but is lacking in many parts. 


Callan said she hopes the 


Patients’ Bill of Rights that 


eventually passes at the 
federal level is a healthy 


compromise between Senate 
Republican and Democratic 


versions. 
“I hope it doesn’t 
disintegrate into partisan 


politics,”” she said. ‘‘We feel 


this is a very important 
issue. I’d like to see 
something that actually 
helps the patients.” 
Callan said the 


Democratic plan defeated by 
the Senate last week largely 


mirrors Illinois’ Patients’ 
Bill of Rights, which will 
take effect Jan. 1 pending 


the signature of Gov. George 


H. Ryan 
The Democratic proposal 


would have entitled patients 


to sue their HMOs. Callan 


said suing HMOs is not the 


answer but that HMOs need 
to be held responsible for 
health care decisions. _ 

“The issue here really is 
accountability. HMOs should 
be held accountable for the 
decisions they make. 

“If all of this goes 
through, and HMOs realize 
they need to sit down with 
doctors and discuss these 
issues, and that these are 
not just business issues, it 
might have some impact on 
what health care decisions 
are made. Physicians need 
to be at the table whenever 
a patient’s health care is 
being considered.” 

The Republican bill calls 
for HMOs to pay for 
overnight hospital stays for 
women treated for breast 
cancer on a doctor’s 
recommendation. It also 
would mandate health plans 
to supply more information 
to consumers looking for a 
plan and gives the patient 
the right to appeal the 
decision of the company 
when it denies coverage for 
specific treatments. 

“There's plenty of room to 
compromise,’’ said 
Edward Ragsdale, a 
member and past president 
of the Madison County 
Medical Society. 
“Consumers need to be 
informed and carefully look 
at these plans.’” 


Ragsdale said he agrees 
with many of the points in 
the GOP bill, such as easier 
access to emergency rooms, 
obstetricians-gynecologists 
and specialis' ¢ 
baadale said he realizes

Clinton will veto the bill, 
which Ragsdale believes has 
the potential to benefit many 
patients. 

“Tm very much in 
sympathy with the patient.

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Corps of Engineers studies Bottoms 
$488,000 provided by U.S. Congress to survey floodplain

The Army Corps of 
Engineers, in cooperation 
with other area agencies, 
will be studying the 
American Bottoms 
floodplain in the East St. 
Louis vicinity. 

The U.S. House of 
Representatives approved 
$488,000 for the study, 
recommended by the House 
Water Resources 
Subcommittee as part of the 
FY2000 Energy and Water 
appropriations Bill. 

The funds were named as 
part of a $9 million budget 
for flood control projects in 
the twelfth congressional 
district. If the senate 
approves the bill by the end 
of September, the project 
money could released as 
soon as early October. 

U.S. Rep. Jerry Costello 


toured the region this spring 
with local officials. i 

““The question is how to 
prevent rainwater and 
stormwater runoff from 
continually flooding the 
American Bottoms,” said 
Costello staff member Brian 
Lott. 

Between 1993 and 1996, the 
vicinity in question was 
declared a national disaster 
area, and $60 million was 
spent there on disaster 
relief. 

The study, begun in 1997, 
was actually a reevaluation 
report of the area. The 
project is a partnership 
between the Army Corps of 
Engineers, the Metro East 
Sanitary District, the state 
of Illinois, and the counties 
of Madison and St. Clair. 

‘We have a very strong 
relationship,’’ said Roush of 
the coalition. 

In addition to the partners, 


several other organizations 
have aided the effort_ 
Among these were the 
Natural Resource 
Conservation Service, the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency and the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, as well as 
local concerns. 

The study area, about 166 
square miles, covers two 
major watersheds, the 
Cahokia and the Harding 
The area runs from the 
Cahokia diversion canal in 
the bluffs to the north down 
to the Dupd-diversion canal. 


In 1965, the Co studied 
the same region, but the 
project did not, at that time, 
meet the sufficient economic 
cost/benefit ratio as 
determined by the federal 

fovernment. The beenfits to 

gained from the venture 
did not justify the costs of it. 
“The difference this 


time,”’ said Roush, “is that 
we're taking a look at the 
‘restoration as a means of 
providing environmental 
flood control.”” 

Environmental projects 
don’t require that same cost 
to benefit ratio. ‘‘This’ll be 
the first time we’re looking 
for solutions in the uplands,” 
said Project Manager 
Debbie Roush. 


Roush added that the 
Corps would be looking for 
ways to stabilize channels 
and streambeds in the 
bluffs. Wetland restoration 
and recovery and retention 
of flood storage areas is part 
of the focus. 

Engineers want to restore 

“some semblance of balance 
to the region in order to 
prevent future catastrophes. 
The study should be 
completed by September of 
2000.

Mike Bowen. 

“You couldn’t have written a better script 
for him this year,’’ said Dennis Schutzenhofer, 
who coached Andy at Belleville East and also 
for the Fairview Heights American Legion 
team. “He had a great sophomore year and a 
great junior year, but sometimes that can 
backfire on you 

“He worked real hard in batting practice 
(during the offseason). We came up to 
Longacre seven or eight times on warm days 
during the winter so he could hit against live 
pitching.

Quite simply, Collinsville High standout Ken 
Lutz will be regarded as one of the Metro 

ast’s top baseball players of all-time. 

His career numbers the last three seasons 
support that: As a pitcher, Lutz posted a 
career record of 26-9 with a 2.29 ERA. In 217 
innings, he recorded 282 strikeouts. i 

His pitching prowess drew the attention of 
many professional organizations, including the 
Cincinnati Reds, who drafted Lutz in the fourth 
round of the 1999 First-Year Players draft. 

Lutz’s numbers at the plate were not too 
shabby either. He ranks in the top 10 all-time 
in four different offenisive categories, 
according to the IHSA record book. He hit 


better than .500 three straight seasons and 
finished with a career batting mark of .518 (158 
for 305), No. 4 on the all-time list. He collected 
158 hits, tied for ninth-best.“He drove in 149 
runs, good for No. 2 in state history. And he 
belted 36 home runs, the third-best mark. 

For his efforts, Lutz is honored as one of the 
Players of the Year for the Journal 
Newspapers of Southern Ilinois.

adults, either. The normally 
smart, endearing characters 
can't save this movie, which 
begins with a flimsy premise. 
Gonzo is having an identity 
crisis: Kermit is a frog. Miss 
Piggy is a pig. 
bear. What is Gonzo? His 
friends assure him they love 
him for his crooked beak and 
bug eyes, but Gonzo still feels 






















lonely and confused. 

One morning, the letters 
in his alphabet cereal lead him 
to believe he’s an alien. He 
appears on M Piggy’s talk 
show,"UF'OMania,” draped in 
metallic silver, to proclaim 
he’s from outer space.

Since 1905, when plywood 
was first developed in St 
John, Ore., it has changed 
little. But its use in home 
building has changed the 
design and structure of homes 
radically 

Here’s a review to help you 
understand the types and 
applications of plywoods that 
are available. 


Softwood-veneer plywood is 
Most widely used in 
construction and industrial 
applications. It’s made by 
cross-laminating an odd 
number of wood veneers such 
as pine, spruce, fir, and 
hemlock. Running the wood 
grains at right angles to each 
other gives plywood its 
strength. It comes in 4-by-& 
foot panels with one-half, 
three-eighths, and three- 

uarter-inch common 

\icknesses. 

During manufacture, wood 
veneers are bonded together 
with an adhesive under a hot 
press. Depending on the 
adhesive used, the plywood is 
graded for interior or exterior 
use. Interior-grade plywood is 
made with moisture-resistant 
glue. Exterior-grade uses 100- 
percent waterproof glue 


Plywood is graded by the 
quality of the veneer used on 


well as by the type of 
adhesive. The highest quality 
veneer grades are N and A 
Th have smooth, defect-free 
s. Grades C and D are 
N-grade natural 
finish is all sapwood or 
heartwood free of open defects 
and with no more than six 
well-matched wood repairs per 
panel. 

A-grade is similar with no 
more than 18 neatly made 
repairs parallel to the grain 
B-grade has a solid surface 
with circular repair plugs and 
tight knots permitted to 1-inch 
diameter and minor splits 
allowed

Benecol 
tastes less salty, althou; 
the label doesn’t show that 
it is much less salty,” she 
said. 

Another tasted things 
differently. 

“I guess I’m the oppo- 
site. Benecol seems much 
less flavorful to me. It has 
a lighter golden color, 
which makes my expecta- 
tion less, too. That touch of 
salt may be what is needed 
for appeal. It reminds me 
of how the flavor of fat-free 
mayonnaise disappears 
into bread,” she said.

that means at least 8 cups of water a 
day to keep the body from overheating. 
People who are active need even more 
— about 4 cups per hour during vigorous 
activity to replace what is lost as.sweat, 

Thirst can be a poor indicator of 
water needs, especially for children and 
older folks. Instead, drink to prevent 
thirst. 

For instance, before starting exercise, 
drink 1 or 2 cups of water. Make it a 
habit to carry along a water bottle, espe- 
cially if activities lead to locations that 
lack a water fountain. 

Hither str ight from the tap or bot- 
tled, water is the best choice for keeping 
a body hydrated. Tap water in most 
communities has an edge over bottled 
water because it contains fluoride that 
| helps strengthen teeth and bones. 

Other thirst quenchers may contain 
ingredients like caffeine, alcohol, sugar

* Try a favorite herb tea over ice.

Freeze into fruit juice pops or small 
paper cups for a refreshing thirst 
quencher. 

* Use sparkling water instead of tap 
water to reconstitute frozen juice con- 
centrates.

Compared to its competition, 
the Excursion is 7.2 inches longer, 
3.3 inches wider and up to 5.8 inch- 
es taller.

White returns to roots

Illinois Secretary of State 
Jesse White has roots in Metro 
East, having been born in 
Alton 

He returned to the area 
recently to speak to 80 clerks 
at the Holiday Inn in 
Collinsville about the new 
license plates that will be 
displayed and legislation 
regarding court supervisions 
that he would like to see the 
General Assembly pass during 
the fall session. Later on, he 
traveled to the driver’s license 
office in Granite City to talk 
with workers there. 

White told the clerks that 
their future responsibilities 
may include submitting court 
supervision orders to his office 
to establish a database so that 
judges, prosecutors and law 
enforcement officials would 
have access to them as part of 
a comprehensive file on Illinois 
drivers. The information, he 
said, could not be obtained by. 
insurance agencies. 

“Complete information on 
even minor infractions should 
be available when deciding 
whether someone should be | ~ 
allowed to continue to drive,”’ 
he said. “‘Right now, a person 
can receive a court supervision 
in all 102 counties, and four 
years later, get a safe driving 
certificate from my Office. 
That's terrible. We don’t do 

that stuff anymore.” 

White, 63, the 37th Secretary 
of State’ also said that nine 
pictures of license plates will 


- soon be featured on the 


Internet and will be showcased 
y- 
‘ 


at 2,300 libraries and facilities 
throughout the state so that 
people can select their favorite 
three. The most popular choice 
will become the first plate of 
the new millennium 

The names of those taking 
part will be entered into a 
drawling during the. fall, White 
said, to take place in 
Springfield or Chicago. The 

. winner will receive a 
handsomely framed license 
plate with his or her name 
inscribed on the frame. 

‘After speaking, White headed 
to the Granite City station, 
where he spoke to and shook 
hands with people and 
employees from the license 
bureau for about a half-hour. 

_ White was in Granite City as 
part of his campaign promise 
to visit driver’s license 
bureaus in each™af the 102 
counties. Granite tity was his 
50th stop. 

“I want to get a first-hand 
look at personne! delivering 
their services to the people, 
get a good look at the physical 
structure of the buildings and 
make sure they are 
conveniently located,"* White 
said. 

White was born in 1936. At 
an early age, his family moved 
from Alton to Chicago’s Near 
North Side, where he resides 
today. A former paratrooper in 
the United States’ 101st 
Airborne Division, he is the 
first African-American to serve 
as Illinois Secretary of State 
after being elected to office 
last November.
